FIENDISH WORK 

A Description of the Recent Mas- 
sacre in Baiburt. 



Armenians Cruelly Butchered and 
Stripped of Their Possessions. 



Tha Landers Proclaimed Openly That- 1 bey 
Had Orders Prom tha Soltaa to Eater- 
nataats Armenians ud Tbalr Prop- 



Niw York, Dec. 2.— The Sun Sunday 
morning sajs: Tha following descrip- 
tion of scenes accompanying the recent 
massacres in the Tillage of Haiburt. In 
Armenia, la contained in a letter 
eeWed here from an eve witne&R. 
was written toward the latter pari 
October. 

"Sunday, Oetoher 13, waa the f 
day when the alarm of a general mas- 
sacre began to apread. Saturday aft- 
ernoon the dismal newa of the ad- 
vn n oo of 500 armed Lazes reached 

"Sunday about a thousand Turka of 
Baiburt and its vicinity joined the 
Laeea and marched from all directions 
on the Armenian villages. On Mon- 
day, October 14, the first attack was 
made on the village of Lushonk, five 
or six miles from the town of Haiburt 
There were about 70 Turkish wi 
with pack horses for carrying : 
the plunder. The villager 
Lushonk had taken refuge 
tha school building, trem 
and deapalring. The Lazes and o 
promptly began to aeize the cattle 
sheep of the Armenians, and aft. 
curing them out of harm's way, i 
the houses and aet on fire the 1 
inga. Then they attacked the 
house. The helpless Armeni 
aide, men, women and children, 
shrank under a hailstorm of bullets. 
It was a dark night and many fell, 
killed and wounded. 

"For God's sake, spare our lives and 
take all we have," cried the unfortu- 
nate people, but their criea for mercy 
seemed to more infuriate the butchers. 
The achooihouae was set on fire, and 
men, women and children rushed out, 
trampling under their feet the dead

in front of the school house. The in- 
furated Lazes and other maraudera un- 
der the lead of the most fanti- 
cal chieftains of the city and 
neighboring villages, surrounded their 
victlma and began to murder them in 
cold blood.

The 
young man was shot dead on the spot 
Others seized the brother of the first 
victim, and casting him down on the 
threshold of the schoolhouse, slaught- 
ered him like a sheep and pierced his 
dead body with daggers. 

"Mouaa, the son of Blrinji, from 
Mouahanifars. jumped at Nabdi Asch- 
lan.and, taking hold of him.exclaimed: 
'Come here, dog of an infidel; I was 
looking for you. Come, I will show 
you how I will kill a dog like you. 
Saying this, he plunged his kami int 
hia victim, and with several tnrna dis 
emboweled the unfortunate man 
Thua the fiendish work of carnage 
waa carried on with heartrending 
cruelty. At last the lest" 
of the mob gave the command 
separate the men and the women into 
aeparate groups under the walls. Five 
young men. the flour of the village, 
were selected as victims and burned 
alive before the eyes of their relatives. 
The mob robbed the women of all 
their clothes, committing outrages up- 
on them, cutting their hair, spitting- in 
their facca They were not satisfied 
with outrages, but killed a girl 15 
years old, several women and thre. 
children from S to 5 years of age. Thev 
killed also (Judarino, tha wife of Chan- 
nera Avakian. who waa in an advanced 
state of pregnancy, and opened her ab- 
domen with a most cruel ferocity. The 
see nes of horror were repeated in sev- 
eral other places in the same village 
and in other villagea The Mohamme- 
dan women accompanying the hordes 
of marauders carried away loads of 
plunder.

They never shave or cut then 
hair, never wear buttons on their 
clothing, answer yea and nay, und will 
not take an oath.

The 
spcukor's Constantinople correspond- 
ent, who first directed attention to the 
Armenian outrages, has since become 
:t recognized authority on the subject. 
He declares that he has ample evi- 
dence that the sultan is personally re- 
sponsible for the whole series of mas- 
es. He explains that the late 
outrages commenced as soon as the 
sultan accepted the reforms applying 
•o Six vilayets, giving Chriations 
ights that depended on their num- 
bers. The massacres have been chiefly 
fined to these vilayets, the object 
being to so reduce the number of 
Christians as to give them no claim 
any influence. The work of extermi- 
nation proceeds as systematically 
as it is possible for the Turkish author- 
ities to carry it on. Hoth the 
Kurds and the troops are acting under 
the orders of the authorities in their 
work of pillage, rapine and murder.
